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A true Rep ort of all the 


proceedings of dy E MAVRIS 
before the Towne of Berche, and of all ſuch 


matters as happened all thetime of - 
the beſiedging thereof. 


Fter that the Ponszable Lops, the 
States, togither with his Excel⸗ 
lencie Graue Mauris, hab waighed, 
and well conſidered of the great 
hurt ryſing by y common Enemie,* 
and poſſeſſion of the Towne of 
Bercke, whereby hey 
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* 
The befiedging of 


the ſayd Towne, called Don Lowes Fernandis Africano, who 
thought it a meere mockerie to undertake any enterpzize a. 
gainſt a Towne furniſhed with ſo, frong a Garriſen as this: 


nanzely with. 500, Italians, 400. Spamarde, 700. Burgun- 


dians, 1300. Dutchmen, 200. Patriners, 50. Hozſe men, 
All olde Souldiers, and god men ot c Marre: ſo that this ats 
tempt ſeemed to many perſons {th regard of the ſlrength and 
plentifull Garriſon) to be molt ſtrange. But his Excellencie 
with incredible induſtrie, care, and trauell, bad in ſhozt time 
ſo compalled and entrenched it, that very hard it had bin foz a 
geod ſwimmer to haue eſcaped out with bis life. 

Pts Excellencie lay on the Uleſt South welt ſive of the 
Towne, very ſtrongly inttenched. The Carle Erntt of Naſſaw 
with the Earle of Zolwes on the Caſt, oz further ſyde. The 
Loꝛd of Giſtelles had his quartet in the mitdeſt betmeene 
both. Dn the South weſt lyde (in molt places) were made 
Soauble Trenches : and without. che Campe, was a Ditch 
digged round about ot / xx. foote bꝛoad full of water, with a 
Perapet bꝛeſt high: and round. abaut the ſame many F o2tes, 
anſwering one the other, furniſhed with Oz denance well aps 


Poyneed, with pꝛouiſion of Bagges filicd with Pulket ſhotte 


and ſquate ſhotte The wozke (fe ſuch as haue not ſeene it 


Unis wonderfall,and hardly to be belecued : in ſo much that 


the ArchdukeHould haue come with intent to haue rayſed the 
Sie dge, he ſhould haue found it a very hard enterpꝛiſe: foꝛ the 
Campe was foztefyed round about with Palliſados, thꝛuſt 
<hozow with ſharpe Y2ons . Pzeſently the Ryne vpwardcs, 
and the Roer, were freed by the Shippes lying without: and 


-a Shippe of the Macs;with an ocher Upland Ship, were by 
-purs taken, which lay there by the appoyntment of the Come 


miſſioners of Bercke, furniſhed with all kind of neceflariesy 
ant. Towne were nat idle. but 


the Toyvneof Bercke. 


They had allo ſunke a Shippe of Marre, and a great long 
Boate, often iſſuing out of the Towne, but to ſmall effect, vn⸗ 
£fil ſuch time that his. Ercellencte began firſt to vndermine: 
at what time, the firff & pꝛincipalieſt Skirmidge-was moſt fu⸗ 
rious, with great ſupplyes,alwapes bzinging, 500, freſh Men 
at thꝛee ſeuerall times. . 

Afterwardes on the. 18. day of June our people tooke the 
Middle quarter: from whence the Enemie fled, not making 
an reſiſtance, | 

The, 20, tay of Tune (at what time the French men had 
the Match they ſallyed out of the Towue, both ſites fighting 
very bꝛauely the ſpace of an hower, and ſupplyed with freſh 
Souldiers: In this fight Monſieurde Caſtellon, Commaun⸗ 
der ok the French, was that though the knee, pet without 
-aup danger of his life: But in the end, the Enemie was koz⸗ 
ted to retyer not without great hurt, foꝛ che Feelde which they 
paſied, was plentifully watered with their blood, leauing ſome 
of their dead Catkaſlea behind them, though they carryed ſome 
away: neither was this fight free from loſle on our ſide. 
Akterwardes we vnderſtood, in this ſkirmidge the Gouer⸗ 
nour of Bercke, Don Lowis Ferdinandus A fricano, ſtanding 
n the Roundhouſe to behold the fight, was ſhotte through 
bis cheeke, the ſhot ſmiting out his teeth, and wounding his 
tongue. But whether this was done by any of his owne people 
oz ours, it is vnknowne : but howſoeuer, he was not able ta 
commaunde oz giue ozder in the affayꝛes, but by mʒiting. This 
man is a very great friend of the Admirant of Arragon, puſs: 
ner with the States, who had bzoughe vp the ſayd Gouernour 
from his youth, and made great account of him, The ſapd 
Admirant (bndcrſtanding of ſome exployt in hand befoze his 
Excellencie departed cowards Bercke, but not knowing fox 
what place it was ment) ſayd, Would God that his Excellens 
cie would go befoze the Towne of Bercke with his fozces, 
Now when it was repozted afterwards to the Admirant, chat 
God had heard bis paper, fo) his Excellencie lay naw 2 
8 & 3 . „ 
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The beſiedging of 
his Campe befoze Bercke, his cullour altered: and farting 
at the repozt,he became very pale in his face, | 
The Gouernment of the Towne was afterwardes commit⸗ 
ted into the handes of Boetli Bergeen Captaine of the Hozſe, 
with an Italian fo2 his coaiutoz. g 

The. 21. of July were two Souldiers taken neare vnta 
Weſell, which had ſwomme out of the Towne : who ſpying 
foure Hoꝛſemen a farre off, one of chem ſhunned the wap: 
which being percetued by one of the Poꝛſemen, rode traſghe 
towardes them: Hee which held his way, was called Lam- 
bert de Wit, bozne in Tic), beeing a man of ſuch ſtrengeh, 
that = was able co reare vp a Pilſtone af fifteene hundzen 
waight. | 
This Lambert oppoſed himlelfe againſt the Þozſeman, and 

ulled him from his Þozſe with mame ſtrength : but(the other 
— ſetting their Þargelets to his bꝛeſt) hee yeelded- 
him ſelfe pꝛiſoner, and pꝛeſently both were bzought into the 
Campe, and deliuered to his Excellencie i who very liber ally 
rewarded the ſayd Pozſemen fo2 their good ſeruice. There 


were Letters found about theſe Pꝛiſsners of contrary and 


diuers fenure, wiitten by ſundꝛy Captaines, complayning on 
the Gouernour to haue been very necitgent in pꝛouiding che 


- Towne ot ſome neceſſaries. Alſo, great fault was founde 


with the Commiſſianers which lay in Cullen, that had noe 
executed the truſt committed to them, and ſuch like: but the 
concluſion was, that his Highnes muſt within, xtiit, dayes 
raiſe che Siedge, otherwile their extremitie would be very 
great. ; 

Theſe two Souldiers were hanged wichin ſight of the 


Tonne the. xxiit, day of June but this Lambert de Wit 
A afozeſapd,dyed very vngodly: fon being exhozted by the Pꝛea⸗ 
cher to lay the Lozdes pzayer, e turne him ſelfe vnto God, 


to aſke foꝛgiueneſſe foꝛ his ſinnes, and confeſſe openly his 
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the Toyvne ofBercke: | 


were both hanged, becauſe they had befoze time ſerued the 
Skates. 

The Mater c ourſe fo the Milles of the Towne uretching 
from the Riuer of Niepe was ſtopped, lo that the Pilles 
could not grinde, 


The, 24. day of June towardes the evening, the Enemies 
(being neare a thouſand men ſtrong) ilſued out of the Towne 
vpon the Quarter of the Carles Eroſt and of Solmes, who 
recetied them with ſuch currage, that they were fozccd to 
returne from whence they came: Some, 60, perſons were 
llaine on both ſides:but in the chaling of them into the Towne, 
many of them were ſlaine, 

There were placed on the alles ſeuen oꝛ eighe Ancients, 
but the. xxvi. day about noone time, they were ſodamely taken 
downe, which cauſed our Campe to imagine that there was 
ſome mutenie 82 diſcention among the Souldiers in the 
Towne : notwithſtanding the ſame after noone they iſſued 
aur, but ro ſmall purpole. 


Che. 26. 27. and, 28. dayes of Tune we were buſied in 
vndermyning, ſo that we were appꝛoched ryght vnder their 
Counter-ſcarfe : wherevpon, the Enemie ſallied out of the 
Towne the, 28. day with a thouſand Seuldiers, and with 
great furie entred one of our Trenches :where a very ſtout 
fight was made faz the ſpace of halfe an houre: but ours be⸗ 
ing ſeconded with freſh ſupply, the Enemie was foꝛted to res 
curne ; and in our iudgementes there were ſome, 50,ofthem 3 
payne and hurt, ſo that they got little by vs: fe our Souls 
diers ſtoode as a Bulwarke, beſtowing their vage, 
keare among the chickeſt of the enemies.

this infant all our Foztes were finiſhed, wich their Fall: 
bzidges, as well within the Trenches as without, | 
The, 29. day of June were other Pynes made on the fare 
ther ende of the Towne, It is imagined, that the ſame being 
finiſhed, the Pynes ſhalbe blowne vp. The lame day the Loꝛd 
of Norththumberland was very honozably receiued into his 
Excellencies Quarter, his Excellencie imbzaceing him, haue⸗ 
ing long talke and conference togither. Mow aud then they 
beſtou a great Bullet out of the Towne:and wic haut al doubt 
are well pꝛouided or good Cannoniers, fo that if they were as 
well furniſhed with Powder and munition, they would great 
ly endomage our Campe: foꝛ they haue llayne ſundꝛy ol ours. 
eſpecially Hoꝛſemen, as they rode in troones. to the helpe of 
thoſe that were in ſkirmidge with the Enemie. 2 
The. 30. day of Junt, in the night time the Enemie lallied 
out of the Towne, and comming to one of our Trenches, 
found our men in good o2der : but they were pzeſcntly fozcev - 
to retyers. | 
Inthis Sallie, many Boyes and Momen were come out 
of the Gates to get ſome Foꝛage, which lap neere the walles, - 
but all of them could not get in againe: among whom, there 
was a woman found vnder the wah, by one ofour Sentenels; 
and brought befoze his Excellencte; who declar ed that there 
was little Salt, and ſmal ſtoze of Bꝛead- come in the Townes 
but what pꝛouiſion there was ol Munition, ſhe could not rev _ _ 
pozt: but that they had killed all their Cattle fox want of Fod⸗ 
der, and fo want of Salt, could not keepe the lame. Alſo, that 
there had bin llaine in the Towne. 3 00. Pen, and. 400. woun» 
bed ſince the time of this ſiedge, which cauſed great ſozrow in 
the Tomne. | 
Afterwardes we baderltosd Farther; (moze then this TU o- 
man could make repoꝛt of) that Lambert Paſman Admozall 
and chiefe Taptaine ot che-Shippes of the Ryne, with two 
other Capfaines, and many Soulditrs, were llayne in this laft

The ſame night was a boy. ſcene [ſwimming out of the 
towne,who was followed with boates, hoꝛſemen, and ſoote- 
men: but as pet we haue not hard, whether he was taken o2 
not. This night were thꝛer perces sf Artillary planted high- 
er then the wales of the towne, to hinder the enimy frem il⸗ 
ſuing out of the gates, The enimp beganne to raiſe a moum 
in their counterſkarfe . It is thought they meane to make a 
batterv, but that will quickly be taken from them: without 
our camp are new woꝛkes begone. The laſt oi June it was 
thought that the Tolune ſhould be ſimunoned: but it ſemed 
not requiſite. Me are now buſted with the Bꝛidge which lp- 

eth beyond the towne,oucr the Rine., with purpoſe to bzing 

the ſame thence,and to lay it bencalh. This aſternoone the 
young Pzince and Earle Lodwick , with a troope ol Moꝛſe⸗ 
men rode to Alpen,. but in the euening thep returned to their 
quarters, The lame aſternqne, the enemyos illued out of the 

fowne, but were dꝛiuen in againe, leauing ten oꝛtwelue 
d men behinde them. It ſemeth that they haue great

men which ranged bꝛoade and wide about the Countrey to 
ſceke foꝛrage, foꝛ they of Gelder and S ralen haue moꝛe en⸗ 
damaged vs in the time of this ſtedge, then the tolone of 
Berl. This day his Excellencie, the young Pꝛinte, and ma⸗ 
ny other Loꝛds and Gentlemen, rode round about to view 
the woꝛkes which were now all very nere ſiniſhed. 
The ſecond day ol July in the night time, were ſonre ꝛ0. 
ces of Oꝛdinance planted: but not being ſufficienily de⸗ 
ended: they of the towne with their great Shot diſplaced 

ſome of them, not without the death of ſome ol gur people, 
foꝛ they were too haſfie , not regarding his Excellencies 
counſell, whereby they ſaffered great damage. Notwith- 
ffanding ſurd:p'ofthe Perces which layelowe, were m 
times luſttly diſch zrged, which made gwd lanterne lights e 
the houſen tops The ſame nigh a man of the towne ſfals 
ont, repoꝛt ing that the enempes in the towne ol Berks wert 
at variance among themſelnes, ſome of them being deſpe⸗ 
rate, and doubting ol any apde, reſbined lite valiant ii 
ers generally to iſſue out of the'fowne - and with. 
to make waye thozowe the Campe, faying ! that they 
— wondꝛed that his Excellencie did not ſummon the 
towne. | | 

The third day of July we played bpon the fowne with 
twenty pteces of Artillerie, bat the other ten were not vſed, 
-Newes was bꝛought from Maſtrichr, that the Enemie af 
ſembled foꝛces to raiſe the ſiege, but thts repo:t continued

ſallped on:ofthe towne,but Maas pcedilydzinen back agetr, 
At nine of the clock, the enemie ſhewed himlelfe againe, bus, 
to ſmall effect. And about thzee of the clocke in the aſter⸗ 
noone they iſſued againe vpon the lower part ofthe Campe, 
but they continued not long, ſome twentie of their people 
being ſlaine and hurt. This day in the aſternone, his Excel 
lencie, the poung Þzince, Earle William, and the company 
of Monficur Gent, rode abzoade out of the Campe towards 
Boſſe. to take view of the waxes and paſſages. 
An ſome places we are appꝛoached ſo nere the enemies 
Counterſcarſte with our trenches; that we may heare them 
ſpeake, and can with two Pikes reach each other, without 2 
the Trenches. | 5 
J fourth daye of July, all the night and moꝛning we 
Fnightely with our Cannons: pet this mozning the 
no ſallie , but thz® oz foyre dead bodyes were 
nd-betwene the enemies trenches and ours, among 
which one was apparralled in red Aeluet, with a Scarff: of 
red ſilke wꝛoughbt with goulde,and a Fringe thereon a hand 
-bzoade,in his hand was a thazte pte a: Carxabine, on his 
lde hung a Gilded Napier and a Dagger fateab'e to the 
fame : they were inthe night fetcht in by ſome.of our Soul - 
diers, and ſtripped: ſome ſaid this was the Balpe of Coeuer- 
dens condemned ſonne 
At ten ofthe clock they or the towne inucd out, but they 
ſtaped not lang beloꝛe they were dꝛiuen backe agajne: at af; 
ternqone about foure of the tlack. they 8 
the fowne towardes the innerũde , next to the, qu;

It was ſapde that 400. men lay nere Aerſon,foaffemble 
moꝛe ſoꝛces to rayſe the ſiege, but we heare no moꝛe ſpeeches 
thereof, all the  palſages of our Campe are made w: ith 
Gates. 

* Thefifth day ofJuly in the night. the Towne made twiſe 
ſigncs by ſier, ſignifying their diſtreũe, which hetherto they 
had not done befv2e : and this night we wꝛought very harde 
with ſome oO men, and appꝛoached neerer to ſome places of 
the Walles, with hope the nert day at afternone to come pet 
neercr , Jn the moꝛning at fre of the clocke, ihe enemie 
made an other fallie out ofthe towne, but was quickly fozced 
to retyꝛe. At ten of the clocke, the enemie iſſued againe 
vpon vs by the lower part ofthe towne » the fight continued 
halfe an howre , but was dꝛiuen in againe withgreatfo:ce 

andſhame . This day our Hoꝛſemen rode befvze the towne 
of Gelder, and toke two of the enemies pziſoners,who affir⸗ 
med to their belt knowledge, that the Archdirke Albertus 


was comming with ſixkene thouſand men to rayſe the

The ſirth daye of July in the night time, thefowne k 
Berke made ſignes of fire againe ſundzy times. The ſame 
day the enemie was nere vñto Orſay , whereof we hauing 
intelligence in the Campe, tertaine Hozſemen torre ſent out 
to follow th 2 but they eſcaped by flight.

— allaroms in our Trenches, as if we had meant to take 

in their Connterſcarff:s,but nothing was done. 

Theſe Hallies and feates of warre continued paylye on 
both ſides, vntill his Exceilencie hauing finilht all his two:ks, 
and put the citcmp from his Counterfcarffes and other de⸗ 
fences without the tolone, and had alſo vnderminded in thick 
ſeuerall ptaccs,the pꝛincipall and chefeſt Bulwarkes.. 

Che twenty and eight dape of July,he ſent a Trumpet to 
ſommonthe towne, wherevpon they of the towne,not know- 
ing of anpe avde to bee pꝛepared fo2. them, and wanting 
meanes of ſurgendꝛy to cure their wounded men; after much 
_ conference, (hoſfages were giuen on both ſides in the time 
of their parle) foꝛ aſſurance, 

On the thtrty day of July it was agreed., that the fowne 
ſhould be deliuered vnto his Ercellencie vpon theſe conditi⸗ 
ons following: where vnto his Exceilencie did the rather
